iN BUCKINGHAM INGUEST. 


Jury Attached Blame to No One for 
Death of Detective Frederick 
Werner.

Buckingham, Que., Oct. 21 — “We 
find that the deceased died in Buck- 
ingham October 15, 1906 from blood 
poisoning caused by a bullet wound 


inflicted on him from a firearm on Oc- 
| tober 8th during a riot in which more 
than a hundred tock part.” 

After sitting three days hearing the 
evidence of twenty five witnesses and 
deliberating for one hour and three- 
quarters the jury empanelled by Cor- 
oner Fountaine returned the foregoing 
iverdict here Saturday afternoon, in 
connection with the death of Detective 
Frederick Werner. 

Crown Prosecutor Guerin stated this 
evening that Attorney General Gouin 
had instructed him to proceed with a 
injuest touching the deaths of 


Belanger and Theriault as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Guerin ieft for Montreal  to- 
night but will come back to Bucking- 
ham on Monday or Tuesday, when the 
bodies will be exhumed and viewed. 

Dr. Fountaine has declined to act as 
coroner again and either Coroner Mc- 
Mahon or Deputy Coroner Biron of 
Montreal will act. Meanwhile matters 
will be allowed to remain as they are 
both sides agreeing to suspend action 
until after the second suspended 
quest. 

The pen’ verdict was rather un- 
inate in view of the sensational ev- 
idence that was adduced during the in- 
juiry. The result of the Warner in- 
quest has rendered imperative search- 
ing investigations in the cases of Bel- 
anger and Theriault.

The following is from an interview 
obteinéd by the Daily Express of Lon- 
don, England, with the Minister of the 
Interior for Canada, and widely copied 
by the Canadian press: 

“We are all Imperialists in Canada,” 
said Mr. Oliver. “The existence of the 
British Empire is a great practical 
advantage to us, and we might say, as) 
the Americans did in their Cce2laration | 
of independence, that our freedom is de- 
pendent upon that factor. 

“Canadians are very glad indeei that | 
the trade preference we are abic to 
show to Great Britain is looked on as 
satisfactory in this country, but if in 
our own interests we should in the fu- 
ture find it necessary to make other ar- 
rangements, then we hope the English | 
peopie will not be displeased. 

“There is a keen affection for the, 
Mother Country in Canada, but I would | 
not emphasise it. Among those who} 
were born in England and who are now | 
Canadians the tie of sentiment is very | 
strong, but we rely not on sentime it, | 
but on arguments which appeal to ev- | 
ery practical mind for the continuance | 
of our present cordial relations with 
Great Britain. 

During the Boer War you had an il- 
lustration of our attitude. It did not 
matter tous whether the Boers won or 
not, but we sent Canadians to fight 
for you, chiefly because it was recog- | 
nised as a case of “The Empire—rignt | 
or wrong.’ } 

‘We know that under the British flag 
free institutions and personal freedom | 
exist such as are possible nowhere else, | 
and it is to our advantage to stick to 
the Empire and assist you in case of 
need.”’

COAL SLACK OR BREEZE 

The cement factor'es have demonstrat- 
ed that a fine powder can te burnt in 
the furnace by blowing it in as a fine 
spray forming a long tlame. The same 
process also s2ems possib'e for other 
heating devices. Exj,eciments have 
shown very conclusively that it is pos- 
sible to use very small coal in the or- 
dinary furnace by forming it into bri- 
quettes by the addition of a bincer. The 
| material generally ucei is tar, and it 
is added as a tine dust and 
then heated and pressed with the coal 
dust .A later device mixes; the warmed 
coal dust with a spray of vaporized 
pitch so that each articie receives a thin 
coating of the binder, and so makes a 
very homogenious mass when pressed. 
The low grade lignites are difficuit to 
presS as they s.em to hoid so much 
moisture that the steam that is givea 
off from each particle preveits the piten 
from adhering. The oniy remeiy seems 
to be a more thorough drying at a 
temperature that will almost cause ig- 
nition.

The table of gas tests shows first 
that a médium Class of coal seems to 
give the maximum result. Coal haréer 
ana softer fall away from the good 
standard. The wet tignites cezm to be 
poor in heating quality and require ap- 
psrentiy ihe cOusumyption of some of 
their volatise matter in order: to drive 
off the moisture and the 1e3t of the 
gas. The low temperature of the fire 
merely drives off the moiscure and faiis 
to maks water, gas, or to distil the 
tarry matter and so prevent its ccm- 
dtr sation in the scruboer. An addi.ion 
of a coal with high fixed carbon con- 
tent should impruve the showing and 
an example of the succe3s of this 2x- 
periment will’ be referred to. later. 

Con:paring the two trials, it with be 
seen thal even the poorest of the lig- 
nite¢s make as good showing with the 
gas producer as the best coal dces with 
the steam plant, and ail show an en- 
ormous saving in fuel. The use of the 
poorest lignite is therefore justified in 
producing power, and this should mean 
a great deai to the west, where it was 
thought this fuel was only fitted to 
suppiy the want of wood. 

If it igs possible, then ,let us consider 
what can be done with some oi the lig- 
nites. In each case the vaiue seems to 
be depenceat upon the amount of gas 
produced, since in the tests the amount 
of power produced from a given quan- 
tity of gas remains fairly -constant. 
This will be seen in the table below.
